Are Hodgson Portable Houses practical? 

Thousands of people in every climute of the globe, under all sorts 
of conditions, are today living, sleepin?:, playing, working, in Hodg- 
son Portable Houses. Thirty years of experience, the latest ma- 
chinery, trained workmen, and perfect materials, are bent to the 
task of making Hodgson Houses the most efficient and economical 
that human skill can produce. 

Do they look attractive? 

Attractive enough to be erected without changes on many of the 
finest estates in America, adjacent to costly mansions. Hodgson 
Houses have won special praise for their neatness and good taste. 

Are they durable? 

Orders are constantly coming in for additions to Hodgson Houses 
purchased ten, fifteen and twenty years ago, and in constant use 
since. Hodgson Houses stand up without repairs for years. They 
are built of enduring materials and built rif/ht. The enthusiastic 
testimony of actual users is the best proof of these claims. (See 
letters printed on following pages.) 

What are they made of? 

Rather than use a heavy cheap lumber similar to carpenter con- 
struction that is expensive to ship and erect, less artistic and less 
durable, and put together in a way that leaves much for the pur- 
chaser to do and requires a continual expense to keep in repair, we 
use for a frame clear, strong Oregon pine, covered with enduring 
cedar (walls and roof) backed with a heavy fibre lining, making a 
strong, durable, and absolutely waterproof building, requiring few 
repairs, with a roof guaranteed to stay tight for years, inexpensive 
to ship and easily erected by unskilled labor. The floors are of 
rift Oregon pine. 

How does Cedar compare with other woods? 

Woods differ in their characteristics, many of them being very 
short lived if exposed to outside elements. 

Cedar, which is the entire outside covering of the Hodgson Port- 
able Houses, is a wood that neither shrinks nor swells. 

It is distinguished by its resistance to decay. Since the days of 
the famous *'Cedars of Lebanon", its enduring qualities have been 
well known — and it is often called "The Wood of Ages". Trees 
from which this cedar is made have grown on the mountain sides 
of the North West for centuries. Fallen cedars lie on the mountain 
sides for centuries and still remain perfectly sound. According to 
government tests there is no wood of commercial value that exceeds 
cedar in endurance. 

The fragrance of cedar is very pleasing to persons but it cannot 
be endured by insects. It is free from sap and is very slow burning 
It is very light in weight compared with other wood and saves 
freight costs. No wood holds paint better. After 30 years' expe- 
rience with cedar we do not know of any wood better suited for 
our purpose. 



Answered 
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How are they made? 

In sections, each section with windows and doors fitted in place 
and with all hardware attached ; nothing left for you to do but set 
up these sections, and drive in wedge keybolts with a hammer — 
no nuts to ruRt, quickly done, no skill required, and when put to- 
gether are as rigid as a permanent building. 

Are the houses painted? 

Tes, with the very best lead oil paints obtainable. The first coat 
is a dipping coat thoroughly waterproofing every part of the entire 
outside covering of cedar used in our houses. After this two more 
coats are applied by brush. The interior woodwork is stained. 

What are the colors? 

White sides with Colonial greeen roof, blinds and doors; or, if 
your house is to be exposed to the hot sun we recommend that the 
roof be aluminum coated, rather than green. This coating is ex- 
tremely durable, both fire and heat resisting, and when exposed to 
the hot sun it will be found many degrees cooler than any roof cov- 
ering or color. It is a silver gray. If other colors are desired a 
slight extra charge is made. 

Can the interior finish be varied? 

Yes, you can have all tan rope fibre, in which case the partitions 
are Oregon Sheathing stained walnut, this finish being used in the 
summer cottages. At little expense ceilings can be added to any 
or all rooms, these ceilings being made of the Arctic board, keeping 
the rooms cooler when the house is exposed to the hot sun ; but if 
you prefer the space above left open, giving a more lofty yet at- 
tractive appearance, the roofs can be Arctic lined, a patented, double 
construction with great heat and cold resisting qualities. Another 
finish "All Arctic Lined" is as described in a following paragraph. 
All interior woodwork is stained a light or dark walnut. 

Can the exterior finish be varied? 

Yes, by using either our wide or narrow Colonial siding. These 
sidings are shown on houses pictured in this catalog. The wide 
siding costs slightly more than the narrow. 

What is arctic lining? 

It is a cane fibre board 1/2 inch thick (cane color) and the best 
insulator of heat or cold yet produced. An Arctic lined house means 
one lined on walls, floors, roofs and partitions double lined — a per- 
fect insulator of sound. The roof construction is patented and self- 
ventilating. All this is in addition to the fibre lining, making what 
might be called a "thermos bottle" of the building. 

Are they comfortable winter and summer? 

Hodgson Houses are lined in two ways. For summer, or eight 
months in the year, our rope fibre lining (tan color) has been used 
for many years with wonderful success; but for very cold weather 
or hot climates we recommend our Arctic Lining (s>, cane color), 
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Many of Your Questions Answered 



which will keep out excessive heat and extreme cold. This costs 
somewhat more. (See Price List.) At Dover we have an attractive 
wooded park of several acres on which are many of our Arctic Lined 
houses, having cellars, with furnaces, plumbing, electric lights, in 
fact, everything for the comfort of the tenants, for use the year 
around. These houses heat much easier than a carpenter-built 
house and are so comfortable and attractive that we have a long 
waiting list of tenants for them. 

What are they used for? 

For seaside and mountain cottages, country homes, lake camps, 
bimgalows, overflow houses, garages, studios, sun parlors, screened 
rooms, sleeping porches, garden house, play houses, sand houses, 
boys' and girls' camps, poultry and pet stock houses, club houses, 
schools, churches, hospitals, gymnasiums, ofiices and innumerable 
other purposes. Many are used as homes on large estates while 
])uikling operations are going on or after a fire. 

Are Hodgson Houses proof against heavy rain, snow and wind 

storms, heat and severe cold? 

This question is answered many times throughout this catalog by 
letters from many of the best known people in this country. Hodg- 
son Houses have stood on bleak islands in the most exposed parts 
of the New England Coast, as well as being buried in snow in north- 
ern ISIaine and Labrador. (See page 10.) After eight years' use 
in Labrador another Hodgson Portable of several rooms was sent 
there. Yet they are used in hottest Africa in the Mahogany lumber 
camps. 

What is the foundation? 

A wooden post foundation lasts for many years if chestnut, cedar, 
locust or cvpress is used, and makes a good, reasonable priced foun- 
dation, if \vell set. Cement or brick piers, or a wall, naturally 
stands better and is often wiser to use. If the house is used the 
year around a cellar under at least part of it, and a heater, insures 
comfort. We do not furnish the foundation unless an extra charge 
is made for same. We do, however, furnish a plan. 

Can they be taken down and put up again? 

Yes, with very little difficulty and with no damage to any of the 
parts, and as many times as you wish. 

Does it require a builder or carpenter to erect them? 

No, one mechanic and a couple of "handy men," following the very 
simple directions, can easily set up a Hodgson House with no other 
tools than a screw driver and hannuer to wedge in the keybolts, 
which interlock the sections and hold them rigid against the severest 
strain. 

How long does it tahe to set them up? 

The smaller Hodgson Houses can be erected in a day and the 
larger houses in from two to four days. It is safe to say that no 



portable house could be erected in less time than the Hodgson or 
require less skill — note the village of Hodgson Portables in IMes- 
sina, Italy, on page 10, erected in a few days by native unskilled 
labor. 

Where are the advantages of a portable as compared with a 
regularly built house? 

The saving in time, trouble, and money is very substantial; your 
house is ready in a few days instead of a few weeks or months, and 
you do not have to worry about plans, construction, materials, labor 
and supervision, not to mention "extras." The real money saving 
to a busy man is thus even greater than the cost figures would show. 
Moreover, the house is more salable because movable, or you can 
move it yourself to other locations. It can, therefore, be erected on 
leased land. Our houses are often used while building large estates 
or after a fire. 

Can rooms be added at any time? 

Yes, by ordering additional units, porches or ells, as explained on 
pages 8 and 9. 

How about plumbing and heating? 

Hodgson Houses can be heated, or plumbing added, the same as 
in any house. There are many types of heating appliances, some 
requiring cellars — others which do not. Metal or brick chinmeys 
with portable or brick fireplaces are nearly always used. We fur- 
nish, when desired, at extra cost all plumbing fixtures necessary for 
any house. These fixtures are described in our Furnishing Booklet. 

Are the houses screened? 

Our houses can be screened to make them absolutely fly and mos- 
quito proof. We use 18 mesh (very fine) copper netting and should 
be pleased to quote what it would cost to screen any of our houses. 

How is a Hodgson house shipped? 

Compactly, in sections, by second-class freight, put in the cars at 
Dover, Mass., on the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R., or from Bradentou, 
Fla., over the S. A. L. or A. C. L. You are notified when the ship- 
ment reaches your local freight station. 

How are the houses furnished? 

We publish a booklet showing furnishings. You should have a 
copy. Many of the interior and exterior furnishings shown in the 
pictures in this catalog were furnished by us. 

What are the terms of payment? 

The prices listed in the back of the catalog are absolutely net. A 
deposit of 25% is required with all orders when placed. The bal- 
ance may be paid prior to shipment, sight draft attached to bill 
of lading, or if satisfactory references are given the balance may be 
paid after goods are received.

Porches 

The sketches termed Clapboarded Side Porch, Lattice Side Porch and Open Side 
Porch are all made in units of 6 x 7 feet. They can be placed at the side or end of 
the cottages. The sketches show 7 x 12 ft. porches, but they can be enlarged to 
7 X 18 ft., 7 X 24 ft., etc. Our latest roof construction for these porches and the 
ells is as shown in the sketches, with bar tops covered with durable metal and 
lined with our special Arctic Lining, the best known insulator of heat and cold. 
Some pictures may show our old style porches, but they are now all made as 
described above. Sunroom windows can be used in clapboarded porches. These 
porches are also 8 x 12, 8 x 18, 8 x 24, etc. 

Screening Porches can be done to any of these different styles, and prices will be 
found in price list under Porch Screens. 18 mesh copper screening is used. 

Porch Seats. We make attractive seats for these porches in two sizes, namely 
4 and 6 feet, and with or without backs. 

Entrance Porches 

This style porch is made in three 
sizes, namely, 2x6 ft., 4x6 ft., and 
6x6 feet. They are practically the 
same construction as the side porches 
described above. Seats can be sup- 
plied for the two larger sizes, four 
and six foot. We believe any outside 
door sliould have some protection and 
one of these porches, as well as the 
Extended Roof or Door Hood will 
give the necessary protection from 
storms and make the entrance much 
more attractive.
